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Document accompanying the President's Message. 


From the Secretary of State to Mr. Erskine. 
’ DEPARTMENT OF a 
Sir, March 25, 1808. 

Having laid before the President your 
letter of the 23d of February, explaining 
the character of certain British orders of 
council issued in November last, I proceed 
to communicate the observations and re- 
presentations which will manifest to your 
government the sentiments of the Presi- 
dent on so deep a violation of the commerce 
and rights of the United States. 

These orders interdict to neutral nations 
or rather to the United States, now the on- 
ly commercial nation in a state of neutrali- 
ty, all commerce with the enemies of 
Great Britain, now nearly the whole com- 
mercial world, with certain exceptions on- 
ly, under certain regulations, but too evi- 
dently iashioned to the commercial, the 
manufacturing and the fiscal policy of 
Great Britain; and on that account, the 
more derogatory from the honor and inde- 
pendence of neutral nations. iis 

The orders are the more calculated to 
excite surprise in the United States as they 
have disregarded the remonstrances convey - 

edin my letters of the 20th and 29th of 
March, 1807, against another order in coun- 
cil issued on a similar plea, in the month 
of January, 1807. To those just remon- 
strances, po answer was indeed ever given, 
whilst the order has been continued in its 
pertinacious operation against the lawful 
commerce of the United States, and we 
now have added to it others instituting still 
more ruinous depredations, without even 
the addition of any new pretext; and when 
moreover it is notorious, that the order of 
January was of a nature greatly to overbal- 
ance in its effects any injuries to Great 
Britain that could be apprehended from the 
illegal operation of the French decrees on 
which the orders was to retaliate, had that 
decree in its illegal cperation been actual- 
ly applied to the United States and been 
acquiesced in by them. 

The last orders, like that of January, 
procced on the most unsubstantial founda- 
lion. They assume for fact an acquies- 
cence of the United States in an unlawful 
application to them of the French decrec ; 
and they assume for a principle that the 
right of retaliation accruing to one bellige- 
rent against a neutral, through whom an 
injury is done by another belligerent is 
not to have for its measure that of the in- 
jury received, but may be exercised in any 
extent, and under any modifications which 
May suit the pleasure or the policy of the 
complaining party. 
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The fact, sir, is unequivocally disowned. | 


It is not true that the United States have 
acquiesced in an illegal operation of the 
French decrees ; nor is it even true that at 
the date of the British orders of Novem- 
ber llth, a single application of that decree 
to the commerce of the United States on 
the high seas can be presumed to have been 
known to the British government. 

{ The extract here omitted, afifpeared in the 
Balance of last week. | 

I state with equal confidence, that at no 
time have the United States acquiesced in 
violation of their neutral rights injurious to 
Great Britain or any other belligerent na- 
tion. So far were they, in particular, from 
acquiescing in the French decree of No- 
vember 1806, that the moment it was 
known to their minister at Paris, he called 
for explanations of its meaning in relation 
to the U.S. which were favourable, and 
uncontradicted by the actual operation of 
the decree ; that he steadily watched over 
the proceedings under it, with a readiness 
to interpose against any unlawful exten- 
sion of them to the commerce of the U.S. 
that no time was lost after the decree came 
to the knowledge of the government here, 
in giving him proper instructions on the 
subject ; that he was equally prompt, on 
receiving the decision of the court in the 
case of the Horizon, in presenting to the 
French government a remonstrance in 
terms which can never be censured fora 
defect of energy ; and that by the first op- 
portunity after that decision reached the 
President the particular instructions re- 
quired by it were forwarded to that minis- 
ter. Nor is it to be forgotten that pre- 
vious to the British orders of November, it 
had been explicitly communicated to the 
British government by the American min- 
ister at London, that explanations uncon- 
tradicted by any overt act had been given 
to our minister at Paris, which justifies a 
reliance that the French decree would not 
be put in force against the United States, 
and that the communication was repeated 
to the British government immediately on 
the publication of those orders. 

What more could have been required on 
the part of the United States to obviate re- 
taliating pretensions on the part of Great 
Britain ? Retaliations are measures of rigor 
in all cases. Where they are to ope- 
rate through a third and involuntary party, 
they will never be hostilely resorted to by 
a mignanimous ora just power; which 
will always allow to the third party its right 
to discuss the merits of the case and will 
never permit itself to enforce its measures, 
without affording a reasonable time for the 
use of reasonable means for substituting a- 
nother remedy. What would be the situa- 
tion of neutral powers, if the first blow ley- 
elled through them by one belligerent a- 
gainst another, was to eave them no choice 




















but between the retaliating vengeance! the 
latter and instant declaration of war against 
the former ? Reason revolts against this as 
the sole alternative. The U. States could 
no more be bound to evade the British or- 
ders by an immediate war with France, 
than they were bound to atone for the burn- 
ing of the French ship of war on the shore 
of North Carolina, by an immediate re- 
sort to arms against G. Britain. 


With respect to the principle assumed by the 
British o:ders, it is perfectly clear thar it could 
not justify them in the extent given to their opera- 
tion, if the facts, erroneously assumed, could 
have been fully sustained. 

Retaliation is 2 specific or equivalent return of 
injury for injury received ; and when it is to ope- 
rate through the interest of a third party having 
no voluntary participation in the injury received, 
the return ought, as already observed, to be in- 
flicted with the most forbearing hand. 

Thisis the language of common sense and the 
cleares’ equity. As the right to retaliate results 
merely-drom the wrong suffered, it cannot in the 
natureyof things extend beyond the extent of the 
suffering. There may oftem be a difficulty in ap 
plying this rule with exacyness and a reasonable 
lat:tude may be allowed on that consideration. But 
a manifest and extravagant departure from the 
rule can find no apology. 

What then is the extent of the injury experi- 
enced by Great Britain from the measures of her 
enemies so far as the operation of those measures 
through the United States can render them in any 
sense responsible. 

A mere declaration by a belligerent, without the 
intention or the means to carry it into effect, against 
the rights and obligations of a neutral nation, and 
thence against the interests of another beiligerent, 
could afford no pretext to the latter to retaligte at 
the expence of the neutral. The declaration 
might give just offence to the neutral, but it would 
belong to him alone to decide on the course pre- 
scribed by the respect he owed to himself. No 
real damage having accrued to the belligerent, no 
indemnity could accrue. 

For the same reason, a declaration of a bellige- 
rent which he is known to be either not in a sit- 
uation, or not to intend, to carry but partially in- 
to execution against a neutral, to the injury of a- 
nother belligerent, could never give more than a 
right to a commensurate redress against the neu- 
tral. Ail remaining unexecuted and evidently not 
to be executed, is merely ostensible, worxing no 
injury to any, unless it be in the disrespect to the 
neutral, to whom alone it belongs to resent or 
disregard it. 

Bring the case before us to this plain and equit- 
abletest. The French decree of November, 1806, 
undertook to declare the British isles in a state of 
blockade, to be enforced if vou please against the 
neutral commerce of the Unired Stares on the high 
seas, according to the faculty possesced for tite 
purpose. fs far as it was actually enforced, or an 
effect resulted from an apprehension that it could 
and would be enforced, it was an injury to Great 
Britain, for which let it be supposed the United 
States were answerable. On the other hand, as 
far as it was not enforced, and evidently either 
would not or could not be enforced, no injury was 
experienced by Great Britain, and no remedy could 
lie against the United States Now, sir, it never 


was pretended that at the date of the first British 
order, issued in January 1807, any injury had ace 
crued to, or was apprehended by Great Brivain 
from any execution of the French decree against 
the United States, on the theatre of their neutral 
So far from it, that the order stands self- 
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comiemned as a messure cf reval.acion, by ex- 
presely stateng tira: che fcets of France and hera 
bes, mstead of beng as'e to enforce the biockade 
af of the British icles, were themselves confined 1.

The committee appointed to consider 
“ whether it will be expedient for this Le- 
gislaure to adopt any measures with a view 
to procure a repeal of the laws of the Unit- 
ed States, interdicting to the citizens all 
forcign commerce, and imposing vexatious 
embarmssments on the coasting trade; to 
velieve the people of this commonwealth 
from t8eir present distressed statc, afd to 
arrest the progress of that ruin which 
threatens to involve ali classes of the com- 
munity,” beg leave to report: ‘that the 
committee perceive with the most serious 

“ vegret, that the distresses occasioned by 
the several laws imposing an embargo have 
borne with extreme pone! poxrmage- pres- 
sure upon the le, and every day’s ex- 
perience sustines . belief that a4 continu- 

ance of these laws must soon become in- 
tolerable. As measures of coercion, they 
ate now acknowledged to be altogether 
impotent. They afford satisfaction to 
Yrance, and are regarded as ineffectual de- 
monstrations of a hostile dispositions by 
Great-Britain. Upon our own country, 
their effects are becoming daily and palpa- 
bly more injurious. The produce of our 
Iture, of our forests and our fishe- 

is excluded, altogether, from every 
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foreign market; gur merchants and me- 
chanicks are deprived of employment ; 

our coasting trade is interrupted and har- 

. Vassed gricvous embarrassments ; and 
ui rs *. our fore gn trade is becoming diverted in- 
to charinels, from which there is no pros- 
pect of its return. The sources of our 
revenue are dried up, and government 

Must soon resort to direct taxation. Our 

sailors are forced to expatriate theinsclves. 


“ Strong temptations are offered to systemat- 


evasions of the laws, which tend to 
corrupt the spirit of honoursble commerce, 
and will materiajly injure the public mor- 
als. In fact, the evils which are menaced 


Hormous and deplorable; the suspension 
‘Somimerce is so-contrary to the habits o 
our people, and so repugnant to their feel- 
ings and interest, that they must soon be- 
come intolerable, and endanger our domes- 
tic peace and the union of these states. 
As the embargo laws have been the cause 


_ by the continuance of this policy are so a) 
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of the public distress, your Committce are 
of opinion that no equal, permanent or ei- 
feciwal relicf can be afforded to the citizens 
of the commonweal:h, but by the repeal of 
these laws. They persuade themselves 
that the Congress of the United States 
must be fully impressed with a sense of the 
toral inefliciency of these laws for any val- 
usble purpose, and of their direct tenden- 
cy tothe mosteertous consequences. Your 
conmittce therefore trust, that congress 
will not fail to repeal them. In this con- 
fidence, therefore, your committee ire of 
opinion, that, upon this subject, the legis- 
lature should, in its present session, con- 
tinue itself to a repeated disapprobation of 
the laws interdicting foreign commerce, 
and to instructing our Senators, and re- 
questing our representatives in congress to 


use their utmost exertions to procure their 
repeal. 


Your committee might probably have 
contented themselves with the preceding 
remarks, had not the late message of the 
President of the United States, excited the 
most serious alarm, which in the present 
critical state of the country they conceive 
itaduty toexpress. They perceive with 
the most painful regret ; that, in the esti- 
mation of the President, our country is 
now presented with the only alternative of 
acontinual embargo, or a ruinous war ; 
but they cannot hesitate to express their 
confident belief that the wisdom of the gov- 
ernment may yet find meansto avoid the 
necessity of electing between these great 
public calamities. If, however, this se- 
vere necessity exists in regard to Great- 
Britain, they are led by the message to 
presume it results, in a great measure, if 
not entirely, from the determination of the 
executive to adhere to the Proclamation of 
July, 1807, interdicting all British ships 
of war from the waters of the United States ; 
which has been, and as we infer from the 
message, is still deemed by the British 
government, a measure so inhospitable and 
oppressive, if not hostile in its character, 


as to form an insuperable obstacle to ami- 
cable adjustment. 


Upon this delicate and important subject, 
the committee are far from asserting, that 
the attack on the frigate Chesapeake did 
not justify the original issuing of this proc- 
lamation, an enforcing it so long as the 
injury might be presumed to have the sanc- 
tion of the British government. But as 
this violation of neutral rights was prompt- 
ly and explicitly disavowed by the sove- 
reign of the-aggressor, before the remon- 
sirances or measures of our government 
could be known; as the right to search our 
national ships was expressly disclaimed, 
and a special envoy deputed for the profes- 
sed object of making to our government a 
fall, satisfactory and public reparation, on 
the simple condition of a previous revoca- 
tion of this proclamation ; your committee 
are constrained to declare their opinion, 
that such arevocation, under such circum- 
stances, would not have involved any dis- 
honorable concession, or an abandonment 
of any just right or pretension; but would 
have been a fair, reasonable, and magnan- 
imous pledge of the sincerity of the wish- 
es of the Amcrican government, to restore 
the accustomed relations of peace and am- 
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But even onthe presumption that the 
course adopted by the Government, in re- 
fusing to revoke the proclamation as a 
preliminary to the adjustment of that con- 
troversy, be sanctioned by the usages of 
Nations; and the justice of our claims ; 
your committee are still of opinion that a 
punctilions adhereace to diplomatic forms 
and precedents should not be maintained 
at the risk of war, by a nation whose gen- 
ius and policy are pacific ; and which, 
while justly jealous of the national honor 
and independence, looks principally to the 
substantial security of those blessings, and 
regards as insignificant those petty conten- 
tions, which originating in courtly pride 
and vanity, frequently terminte in bloody 
wars. And they therfore think that this 
proclamation ought not, in the present sit- 
uation of Europe and this country, to re- 
main as the only, or even as the priacipal 
barrier to the restoration of our amicable 
relations with the British nation. 

Your committee therefore ask leave to 
report the following resolutions :— 


Resolved, That the senators of this 
commonwealth in congress be instructed, 
and the representatives therefore requested 
to use their most strenuous exertions to 
procure an immediate repeal of the van- 
ous laws imposing an embargo on the ships 
and vessels of the United States, as the on- 
ly equal and effectual means of affording 
permanent relief to the citizens of this 
commowealth from the aggravated evils 
which they now experience. 

Resolved, That although this legislature 
would cheerfully support the genera! gov- 
ernment in the prosecution of a just und 
necessary war, yet they cannot perceive 
the necessity intimated in the message of 
the President to congress, of continuing 
the embargo, or resorting to war; that 
is not the policy of the United States to cn- 
gage in a controversy with any nation, UP 
on the points of diplomatic usage, or equiv 
ocal right ; provided substantial reparation 
for injuries can be obtained ; and that te 
revocation of the proclamation interaicting 
the British ships of war from our waters 
ought not, in the opinion of this legislature, 
to be deemed an inadmissible preliminary, 
which should obstruct the adjustment of 
the controversy between the United States 
and Great-Britain.

November 17, 1808. 

« We now find that one bundred thousand militia 
are to be detached and held in readiness to march 
at a moment’s warning—for what !—to enforce the 
embargo laws! ' 

Who would have thought at the adoption of the 
constitution, that so soon as the year 1808, Con- 
gress would pass laws so injurious and obnoxious 
to the citizens, that it wouid be necessary to de- 
tach and hold in readiness 100,000 militia to en- 
force them? Who would have thought, that un- 
der the power given to “regulate trade,” Congress 
would assume the right to destroy it? For this in 
effect is the embargo.——ls not this a military 

- despotism, or leading directly to it? 1 wish peo- 
ple sericusly to consider. It is true they are call- 
ed by the imposing name of militia—but are they 
not to be detached, and under military command; 
and when embodied are to be armed, equipped, 
and paid and supported? Are they not to be un- 
der the discipline of officers selected because they 
are known to be such as can be relied upon? They 
are then a complete regular standing army, and may 
be used for the purposes of despotism in as abso- 
lute a manner as Bonaparte’s conscripts, who are 
but detached militia, and held in readiness to march 
ata moment’s warning. 

But it will be said they are only * to enforce the 
laws.”—So said Buonaparte—and so said Augus- 
tus Cesar, when he simply reserved to himself the 
power of enforcing the laws And so will any ether 
good republican say, when he wishes to subvert 
the liberties of his country. History informs us 
what system grew out of this reservation of Cesar 
—and we all know what has sprung from the pow- 
er given to the First Consul of France, to execute 
the laws with a military force. And from the ap- 
parent disposition of the dominant party, there 
- an be litte doubt, that the power of enforcing 
the embargo laws in a most rigorous manner, will 
be givento Mr. Madisor, should he be President— 
bat more of this hereafier. ’—Gaz.

From Spain. —We are informed that don 
Juan Cagigal, governor of Cumuna, has 
communicated to the governor of Trinidad 
under the date of the 10th of October, the 
information received by a vessel from Ca- 
diz, which left that place on the Ist of Sep- 
tember, that there had been a brilliant ac- 
tion between the French and Spaniards, in 
which 3500 Menchegans commanded by an 
Alcalde, (the title of a judge appointed by 
the people every year)whose name is Don 
Josef Lopez Membrillo, routed 5000 
French, the greater part of whom they took 
prisoners, together with their general, ar- 
tillery, &c. 

Mexico—By an arrival at New-York 
from the Havannah, it appears that the 
province of Mexico, was on the point of de- 
claring for Bonaparte, having previously 
attached fo his cause the Vice Roy and 
some of the principal ecclesiastics, when 
the people rose, proclaimed Ferdinand 
Vilth, and acknowledged the supremacy of 
the Junta of Seville. The property of the 
Vice-Roy to the amount of two millions of 
dollars, in silver plate and jewels, has been 
seized by the Patriots. 

From the West-Indicz —On the 12th inst. 
arrived in Hampton Roads, his Britannic 
Majesty’s armed sch’r Rapid, in 21 days 
from Barbadoes, with dispatches from ad- 
miral Cochrane to the British Consul and 
Mr. Erskine. As the schooner was leav- 
ing Barbadoes a British 80 gun ship had 
arrived there, direct from England, and a 
94 was momently expected ; for the pur- 
pose, it was conjectured, of attacking Mar- 
tinique and the other French Carribean Isl- 
ands, which ate declared in a state of block- 
ade by the, British —Norfolk paper. 

British Navy captured from ite enemies .— 
There are now in the British Navy no less 
than sixty EIGHT sail of the line, taken 
from the enemies of Britain at different pe- 
viods ; besides 20 men of war carrying from 
40 to 50 guns each; 62 frigates carrying 
from 30 to 40 guns; 15 sleops of war from 
20 to 30 guns, and 66 from 10 to 20 guns 
each—making a total of Two HUNDRED 
AND THIRTY-TWO suHiPs, without adding 
thereto near 20 sail of the line, built on the 
bottoms of prizes, besides smaller vessels.

The government of the United States is not now 


to be informed that the Berlin decree of Nov. 21, 
1806, was the practical commencement of an at- 
tempt not merely to check or impair the prosperity 
of Great-Britain, but utterly to annihilate her po- 
litical existence, through the ruin of her commer- 
tial prosperity ; that in this attempt almost all the 
powers ef the European continent have been com- 
pelled nv re or less to co-operaie; and that the A- 
merican embargo, though most assuredly not in- 
tended to that end, (for America can have no real 
interest in the subversion of the British power, and 
herrulers are too enlightened to act from any im- 
ee against the real interests of their country) 

ut by some unfortunate concurrence of circum- 
. stances, without any hostile intention, the Ameri- 
can embargo did come in aid of ‘ the blockade of 
the European continent” precisely at the very mo- 
ment when, if that blockade could have succeeded 
at all, this interposition of the American govern- 
ment would most effectually have contributed to its 
success. 

To this universal combination, his majesty has 
opposed a temperate but a determined retaliation 
upon the enemy ; trusting that a firm resistance 
would defeat this project, but knowing that the 
smallest concession would infallibly encourage a 
perseverance in it, 

The struggle has been viewed by other powers 
not without an apprehension that it might be fatal 
tothis country. The British government has not 
disguised from itself that the trial of such an ex- 
periment might be arduous and long; though it has 
never doubted of the final issue. But if that is- 
sue, such as the British government confidently an- 
ticipated, has providentially arrived much sooner 
than could have been hoped; if « the blockade of 
the continent,” as it has been triumphantly styled 
by the enemy, is raised even before it had been well 
established; and if that system, of which extent 
and continuity were the vital principles, is broken 
up into fragments utterly harmless and contempti- 
ble; it is nevertheless important in the highest de- 
gree to the reputation of this country (a reputa- 
tion which constitutes great part of her power) 
that this disappointment of the hopes of her ene- 
mies should not-have been purchased by any con- 
cession ; that nota doubt sheuld zemain to distant 
times of her determination, and of her ability, to 
have continued her resistance; and that no step 
which could even mistakenly be construed into con- 
cession should be taken on her part, while the 
smallest link of the confederacy remains undissolv- 
_ ed; or while it can be a question whether the plan 

devised for her destruction has or has not either 
completely failed or been unequivocally abandoned. 

These considerations compel his majesty to ad- 
here to the principles on which the orders in coun- 
cil of the 7th January and the llth November are 
founded, so long as France adheres to chat system 
by which his majesty’s retaliatory measures were 
occasioned and justified. 

It is not improbable, indeed, that some altera- 
tions may be made in the orders in council, as 
they are at present framed; alterations calculated 





byt to adapt them more exactly to the different 
state of, things which has fortunately grown up 
in Europe, and to combine all practicable relief to 
neutrals, with a more severe-pressure upon the e- 
nemy. 

But of alterations to be made with this view on-

commerce, or on the other hand, that she 
is compelled to court an intercourse with 
America as absolutely necessary to her 
own existence, 

His majesty would not hesitate to con- 
tribute in any manner in his power to re- 
store to the commerce of the United States 
its wonted activity ; and if it were possible 
to make any sacrifice for the repeal of the 
embargo, without appearing to deprecate it 
as a measure of hostility, he would gladly 
have facilitated its removal, as a measure 
of inconvenient restriction upon the Ame- 


‘rican people. 


The undersigned is commanded, in con- 
clusion, to observe, that nothing is said in 
Mr. Pinkney’s letter, of any intention to 
repeal'the proclamation by which the ships 
of war of Great-Britain, are interdicted 
from all those rights of hespitality in the 
ports of the United States, which are free- 
ly allowed to the ships of his majesty’s en- 
emies. 

The continuance of an interdiction which 
under such circumstances, amounts so near- 
ly to direct hostility, after the willingness 
professed, and the attempt made by his ma- 
jesty, to remove the cause on which that 
measure had been originally founded,would 
afford but an inauspicious omen for the 
commencement of a system of mutual con- 
ciliation ; and the omission of any notice 
of that measure to the proposal which Mr. 
Pinkney has been instructed to bring for- 
ward, would have been of itself a material 
defect in the overture of the president. 

But the undersigned is commanded no 
further to dwell upon this subject than for 
the purpose of assuring Mr. Pinkney, that 
on this and every other point in discussion 
between the two governments, his majesty 
earnestly desires a restoration of a perfect 
good understanding, and that his majesty 
would decline no measure for the attatn- 
ment of that object, which should be com- 
patible with his honor and just rights, and 
with the interests of his people.
